MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 7.—()—Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull replied 
to Governor Alf M. Landon's recent, 
criticism of trade treaties tonight with 
the assertion “our agricultural! exports | 
have increased steadily eince 1932. 

“The most serious accusation which | 
our critics make against the trade 
agreements program is that under its, 
operation the American farmer has 
been sold down the river,” he declared | 
in an address prepared for delivery at} 
the municipal auditorium, where the 
Republican presidential nominee made 
one of his major speeches. 


“Governor Landon and the Repub- 
lican uational committee have reiter- 
ated that in the execution of the 
trade program the Roosevelt admuin- 
istration has taken the American farm- 
er out of the foreign market and put 
the foreign farmer in the American 
market, 

“The unvarnished truth is just the 
opposite.” 

Hull contended “our foreign mar- 
kets” were “wrecked” under the 
Smoot-Hawley tariff and were being 
rebuilt under the trade agreements 
program. 

“From a level of slightly over 
$1,600,000,000 in 1932 and 19233," he 
said, “our exports rose to $2,280,000,- 
YOO in 1935 an. continue this year on 
the upward trend, The increase in 
1950 over the preceding year consti- 
tute 40 per cent of the entire increase 
in the combined exports of all countries 
of the world. This year the percentage 
is running even higher. 

“I will tell you when our farmer 
was taken out of his foreign markets. 
It was when our agricultural exports 
slumped from $1,692,900,000 in 1929 | 
to $662,400,000 in 1932. This oc- 
eurred under the Hoover administra- 
tion. There has not been one dollar 
loss since that time, | 

“When was the domestic market | 
taken away from the American farmer 
and by whom’? Not by the foreigner. | 
Not in the last four years, when the 
total cash income of our farms from 
the marketing of crops and livestock 
rose from 84,528,000,000 in 1932. to 
$6,007, 000900 in 1935, not including 
benefit payments. ‘The total cash 
farm income in 1936, with our trade 
agreements in operation, will probably 
approximate S$7,500,000,000. 

“The real loss of the farmers do- 
mestic market—the loss that Governor 
Landon ignores, the loss that carried 
our gross farm income from $11,900,- 
000,000 in 1929 to $5,300,000,000 in 
1952, or 6O per ceng of the farmers | 
entire domestic market—took place 
under the Hoover administration while 
more than $3,000,000,000 of that lost 
domestic market has been restored 
under the Roosevelt administration.”

|THE BABY TRAINING BUSINESS 
| The euthrophic. (eutrophy means 
healthy nutrition) infant carefully 
|trained acquires control of the bowel 
|at the age of six months o. earlier. 
Control of the bladder comes later, 
about the end of the first year, though 
‘many babies not so carefully trained 
‘continue wetting the bed and their 
clothes until they are two vor two and 
one-half years old. 

Begin at the age of a month. Watch 
the baby nursing or taking the bottle. 
When his behavior indicates the desire 
for movement of the bowel, lay him on 

his back across your lap and hold a 
small chamber pot firmly against his 
'buttocks to catch the stool Do this 
at a regular time twice dailr. When 
ithe baby is four months old howd him 
sitting on the chamber in your lap, 
his back to yon. By the seventh or 
eighth month he should sit on the 
chambe. without your support. No 
tovs or other distractions while the 
baby is on stool; ten minutes is long 
enough to keep him on stovl at any 
‘time, if there is not immediate evacu- 
ation. Never resort to soap stick or in- 
‘jection to stimulate the movement. 

When he baby begins to try to get 
up on his feet at the age of eight or 
i'nine months, begin training the blad- 
Place him on chamber oot or 
intervals of two 
hours throughout the day. In many 
napkins may be dispensed 
with in the daytime when the baby is 

10 or 11 months old. By rig:d ad- 
herence to this clockwork schedule the 
| well-nourished infant a year old may 
be trained to indicate his desire to 
empty the blalder. By the age of two 
vears a well-trained baby can sleep 
‘from 10 p. m. until early morning 
without wetting the bed. Children who 
‘continue to wet the bed after the age 
of two years are almost invariably 
subjects of faulty nutrition, quite com- 
monly a deficiency of vitamins. (Mon- 
ograph on management of bed-wetting 
available to correspondents who ask 
for it and enclose 3-cent stamped, ad- 
dressed envelope. O° Doctor Brady, he 
i'does not pay the frieght.) 

When the Baby Walks. 

During the fourth month the baly 
| begins to hold the head erect when the 
trunk is supported: at seven months 
he can sit erect without support for a 
minute or two. At nine or ten months 
he tries to get on his feet, but not until 
13 or 14 months can he take a few 
tottering steps on his own. Do not dis- 
courage these voluntary efforts; on the 
other hand, do not try to coax the 
baby to walk and never use a “walker” 
/or any mechanical gadget calculated to 
make the baby walk. Some healthy in- 
fants walk only when they are 15 or 
16 months old. The common explana- 
tion of delaved walking is rickets.

For Lukemia Victim, 12 


With inevitable death a matter 
of a few days—or possibly a few 
hours—12-year-old James Moore, a 
104-degree fever torturing his frail 
body, talked to his mother at Grady 
hospital last night of the things 
he wants Santa Claus to bring him.

pounds in a long match. Marathon runners lose several 

pounds. 

But the weight comes back as soon as water and food are 
consumed. Unless, of course, the weight is superfluous. 

One hundred and forty-three pounds were lost last Saturday. 

That’s almost a good-sized quarterback.
